Kramien held Gulley, 
letting only one ball pass him, 
and Baron, a first year prep, 
found the ball every time up, 
making two hits. H. Elliott's 
homer brought in two runs and 
P. Elliott sacrificed on a squeeze 
play for another counter. Kram- 
ien came in on an overthrow. 
Hinshaw scored the second time 
when Butt made a safe hit Pa- 
cific had little fielding to do ex- 
cept in the fourth inning, which 
was the only time the game was 
not cinched. 

Stinson was decidedly the best 
batter for Multnomah. He pound- 
ed out a three bagger which 
brought in the only run. Jamie- 
son played an errorless game at 
first and Leader showed his abili- 
ty as a catcher.
